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Take  all  of  the  events  that  have  made  Homecoming  at 
Indiana  famous,  foremost  probably  the  afternoon  football 
game  and  morning  parade.  Add  several  more  new  or  returning 
attractions.  And  you  have  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania's 
Homecoming  1972,  Friday  night  and  Saturday,  October 
27  28. 

Traditional  headline  activities  will  again  include  the  parade 
through  town,  climaxing  at  the  stadium,  and  featuring  15  to 
20  bands,  more  than  15  floats  and  countless  motorcades  of 
fraternities,  sororities  and  alumni.  Miss  Pennsylvania,  lUP's 
own  Linda  Olson,  will  be  in  the  line  of  march  too. 

Saturday's  football  contest  against  Wilkes  College  promises 
to  be  an  exciting  one.  The  Big  Indians  have  beaten  their  Home- 
coming visitors  in  both  of  their  only  two  prior  meetings,  taut 
by  only  13-7  and  14-0  tallies.  It  was  Wilkes  that  put  together 
32  straight  wins  a  couple  of  seasons  ago. 

"Nostalgia  and  the  Good  Old  Days"  will  serve  as  the  parade 
theme,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  again  appear  in  the 
always  anticipated  football  halftime  show  performed  by  the 
matchless  University  Marching  Band.  Again  spotlighted  will  be 
the  crowning  of  another  Homecoming  Queen. 

As  it  did  last  year,  Homecoming  will  actually  get  underway 
Friday  night  at  8:30  with  the  first  of  two  performances  of  the 
musical  "The  Canterbury  Tales"  at  Fisher  Auditorium.  Highly 
acclaimed  in  its  Summer  Theater  Guild  run  this  past  season,  it 
will  play  again  Saturday  night. 


Back  this  Homecoming  will  be  the  popular  Homecoming 
Dance,  this  year  at  the  VFW  Country  Club  on  the  edge  of 
Indiana.  Scheduled  from  9  Saturday  night  to  2  a.m.,  it  will 
include  a  midnight  buffet.  The  Music  Makers  will  play  a  wide 
variety  of  easy  to  dance  to,  easy  to  listen  to  band  music.

hand.  This  is  a  good  spot  for  returning  graduates  to  gatfier.

ON  NEW  DEVELOPMENTS,  PLANS 


Dear  Friends 


When  Henry  David  Thoreau  was  asked  whether  he  thought  trains  constituted  a 
tjetter  method  of  transportation  than  the  stagecoach,  he  replied,  "Yes,  if  they  carry 
better  people;  otherwise  they  simply  go  faster."  As  we  begin  another  academic  year,  I 
feel  that  Mr.  Thoreau's  perceptive  analysis  has  implications  for  the  current  educational 
scene,  particularly  as  it  applies  to  your  alma  mater.  In  short,  are  we  designing  an 
educational  program  which  will  prepare  better,  more  useful  citizens,  or  are  we  just 
spinning  our  wheels  in  new  directions? 

Overall,  I  believe  that  despite  severe 
financial  restrictions,  we  are  making  real 
progress  in  providing  our  students  with 
diverse  programs  which  will  enable  them 
to  make  substantive  contributions  to 
society.  For  example.  Dean  John  Chell- 
man  is  steadily  expanding  the  offerings  in 
the  School  of  Health  Services  so  that  they 
now  encompass  not  only  majors  in  health 
and  physical  education  for  both  men  and 
women,  but  also  baccalaureate  programs 
in  nursing,  inhalation  therapy,  and  safety 
management.  All  these  programs  are 
geared  to  meet  the  critical  demands  for 
trained  personnel  in  these  areas. 
Similarly,  Dr.  Howard  Tompkins,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Computer  Science  Depart- 
ment, is  offering  a  major  in  this  extremely  relevant  field.  The  Social  Sciences  Division, 
under  Dr.  Raymond  L.  Lee,  has  developed  an  internship  program  specifically  designed 
to  prepare  teachers  for  community  colleges.  And  the  English  Department,  under  Dr. 
Craig  Swauger,  graduated  its  first  Ph.D.  in  English  at  the  August  commencement. 

During  the  past  summer  Dr.  Charles  Fuget,  Jr.  has  directed  our  Educational  Oppor- 
tunity Program,  which  has  enabled  87  students  to  gain  a  foothold  on  a  college  educa- 
tion. 

Not  only  are  we  introducing  these  exciting  new  programs;  we  also  are  strengthening 
existing  ones,  and  our  efforts  are  being  rewarded  by  the  successful  placement  of  our 
graduates.  Dr.  Samuel  Hoenstine  and  Mr.  Roy  Moss  of  Career  Services  have  compiled 
statistics  which  indicate  that  Indiana's  graduates  are  doing  much  better  in  the  job 
market  than  are  students  on  the  average  throughout  the  country.  The  Career  Services 
Division  has  also  prepared  a  JOBS  booklet  for  use  by  prospective  freshmen,  graduating 
seniors  and  graduates  in  determining  job  opportunities  in  today's  tight  market. 

As  always,  we  welcome  suggestions  from  our  alumni  as  to  ways  in  which  our 
programs  can  be  improved  and  extended.  Again,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  loyal 
support,  and  I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  at  Homecoming.

NEW  DORMITORY  TO  BE  NAMED  FOR  MARY  ESCH 


One  of  two  new  women's  residence 
halls  now  under  construction  on  campus 
will  be  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Mary 
L.  Esch,  while  the  other  will  be  named 
for  Florence  Wallace  '12,  professor  em- 
eritus of  history.  They  are  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  fall  of  1973. 

Together,  the  two  structures  will  house 


750  women  and  include  four  home  man- 
agement apartments.  Total  cost  is  estim- 
ated at  $4.4  million.  It  is  intended  that 
the  two  will  replace  present  dorm  rooms 
in  the  two  wings  of  John  Sutton  Hall  and 
Thomas  Sutton.  The  original  John  Sutton 
will  be  devoted  to  an  administration 
building. 


INDIANA  ENROLLMENT 

NOW  STABILIZING 

Indiana  alumni  returning  to  Home- 
coming this  fall  will  be  coming  back  to  a 
University  that  is  now  attempting  to  hold 
its  undergraduate  enrollment  relatively 
constant  following  a  period  of  rapid 
growth  and  expansion. 

The  freshman  class  entering  I  UP  this 
year  stands  as  the  smallest  to  do  so  since 
1965.  Some  1450  first  year  students  are 
now  on  main  campus,  compared  with  a 
high  of  1972  in  1969.  In  addition,  400 
freshmen  were  here  this  past  summer,  to 
return  in  January.  685  are  at  the  two 
branch  campuses. 

Admissions  representatives  at  Indiana 
report  that  a  total  of  6700  high  school 
seniors  last  year  applied  to  the  University. 
Transfer  applicants,  many  of  them  com- 
ing from  community  colleges,  have  re- 
cently risen  from  400  to  630.  Spaces 
allotted  for  transfers  have  accordingly  in- 
creased from  100  to  150. 

It  is  also  noted  that  attrition  rates  at 
Indiana  have  been  steadily  decreasing 
over  the  years,  as  new  students  have  been 
academically  well  prepared.

NEW  ACADEMIC  PROGRAMS  DESIGNED 

TO  SERVE  SOCIETY,  STUDENT  NEEDS 

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  now  fully  maturing  as  a  university,  is  cuirently 
offering  a  wide  spectrum  of  academic  majors  and  degree  programs  far  advanced  from 
tfie  days  wfien  tfie  school  was  strictly  a  teacfier  training  institution. 

At  the  same  time,  in  the  tradition  of  Indiana,  virtually  all  of  the  newer  offerings 
fall  into  the  category  of  those  directly  serving  the  needs  of  society  by  preparing  pro- 
fessionals to  serve   in  essential  capacities.  In  many  of  them  there  are  critical  man- 
power shortages  A  few  of  the  more  recent  follow: 
School  of  Health  Services 

In  addition  to  programs  in  nursing,  health  and  physical  education  as  well  as  safety 
management,  all  previously  announced  to  alumni,  a  new  major  in  inhalation  therapy  is 
now  being  offered  in  cooperation  with  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  first  such  program  in  the  state  and  one  of  only  approximately  ten  in  the 
country,  it  prepares  therapists  to  assist  physicians  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients 
with  respiratory  problems  or  illness  connected  with  breathing.  Students  spend  two 
years  in  clinical  work  at  West  Penn. 

Indiana's  safety  management  major  is  again  the  only  such  program  in  Pennsylvania 
and  one  of  only  a  few  in  the  nation.  Preparing  students  for  a  wide  variety  of  positions 
in  all  segments  of  society,  it  is  the  result  of  close  cooperation  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers  Association. 
Computer  Science 

Making  full  use  of  its  extensive  computer  center  facilities,  lUP  is  now  offering  a 
major  in  the  expanding  field  of  computer  science.  Given  are  introductory  courses  as 
well  as  ones  in  programming  languages,  numerical  methods,  data  processing  and  special 
topics  and  problems. 

This  means  that  the  University  is  employing  its  computer  network  as  not  only  a 
valuable   administrative   tool    but   as   instructional    and  research   resource.  Adminis- 
tratively, it  is  now  used  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and  a  new  computerized  registration 
process  has  been  widely  copied  by  other  colleges. 
Community  College  Program 

Beginning  with  the  social  sciences,  Indiana  is  now  offering  a  master  of  arts  degree 
preparing  graduate  students  especially  interested  in  teaching  in  the  rapidly  growing 
community  college  segment  of  higher  education.  Students  complete  an  internship  at  a 
community  college  as  part  of  this. 

The  hope  is  that  this  will  be  expanded  to  other  disciplines  and  possibly  to  the  areas 
of  administration  and  supervision.  In  line  with  expressed  needs  of  community  colleges, 
students  are  required  to  complete  both  a  graduate  major  and  minor  within  their  more 
general  subject  area. 
Consumer  Services 

Another  relatively  new  major  at  Indiana  is  one  offered  by  the  School  of  Home 
Economics  in  consumer  services.  Initiated  by  Dr.  Kathleen  Jones  '56,  now  Dean  of  the 
School,  this  program  prepares  students  to  serve  within  either  business  or  community 
services. 

They  are  concerned  in  their  studies  with  the  management  of  man's  resources, 
housing,  home  furnishings  and  equipment,  clothing  and  the  beauty  of  the  environ- 
ment. 


JOBS  BOOKLET  AVAILABLE 

Indiana's  Career  Services  Office  has  re- 
cently compiled  a  handbook  of 
professional  employment  prospects  for 
college  graduates  in  the  1970's  entitled 
JOBS  (Job  Opportunities  Beckon  Stu- 
dents). Contents  of  the  work  reflect  pre- 
dictions influencing  realistic  career  de- 
cisions through  the  decade. 

Alumni  of  Indiana  may  secure  a  copy 
of  the  booklet  free  of  charge  by  writing 
to  the  Office  of  Career  Services,  Indiana 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Indiana,  Pa. 
15701.  Largely  statistical  in  nature,  the 
report  also  covers  practical  information 
of  special  help  to  those  contemplating  ad- 
vancement. 


COOPERATIVE  CRIMINOLOGY 

Faculty  provided  by  Indiana  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  are  currently  teach- 
ing criminology  courses  leading  to  an 
associate  degree  in  a  cooperative  program 
with  Mount  Aloysius  Junior  College  of 
Cresson.  The  adjunct  faculty  are  attorneys, 
practicing  probation  officers  and  law  en- 
forcement specialists. 

University  criminology  staff  members 
are  also  continuing  to  teach  some  300  law 
enforcement  personnel  of  local  munici- 
palities as  well  as  State  Police  in  11  dif- 
ferent extension  centers  throughout  the 
state. 


INDIANA  PLACEMENT  RECORD 
ABOVE  NATIONAL  AVERAGE 

Despite  the  tight  labor  market  of  the 
summer  and  following  months  of  1971, 
considered  the  low  point  of  the  recent 
national  economy,  more  than  93%  of  the 
Indiana  graduates  of  that  year  succeeded 
in  finding  positions  by  last  November  1. 

The  most  recent  official  report  of  the 
University's  Office  of  Career  Services, 
covering  the  period  through  that  date, 
indicates  that  nearly  95%  of  the  teacher 
education  graduates  (1203  of  1269)  were 
placed.  The  record  is  not  quite  so  good  in 
non-teaching  fields,  approximately  90% 
(532  of  590). 

Nonetheless,  each  of  these  figures  com- 
pares quite  favorably  with  the  national 
average,  as  the  nationwide  unemployment 
figure  for  the  same  age  group  of  college 
graduates  rose  to  approximately  11%. 
This  means  that  even  in  a  tight  employ- 
ment situation  the  Indiana  graduate  has 
been  well  received. 

"Our  graduates  have  been  able  to  find 
jobs  at  a  time  when  the  total  number  of 
graduates  from  I  UP  reached  a  record 
high,"  states  Dr.  Samuel  Hoenstine  '38. 
Director  of  Career  Services.  "And  at  a 
time  when  nearly  every  field  reported 
fewer  employment  opportunities  than  the 
year  before." 

Alumni  are  reminded  that  they  may 
take  full  advantage  of  the  services  of  this 
important  Office  in  seeking  professional 
positions  or  in  searching  for  qualified 
applicants  for  positions  they  may  have  to 
offer. 


ACADEMIC  SCHOLARSHIPS 

OFFERED  FOR  FIRSTTIME 

Six  new  scholarships  have  been 
awarded  Indiana  freshmen  effective  this 
year  based  strictly  on  academic  achieve- 
ment and  record  in  high  school.  lUP  be- 
comes the  first  state  institution  to  make 
such  grants  without  regard  to  financial 
need. 

Funded  through  the  University  Found- 
ation, the  awards  are  full  tuition,  four 
year  cash  grants.  They  are  viewed  as  an 
additional  help  in  attracting  exceptionally 
qualified  students  to  the  University. 
Those  receiving  them  must  maintain  a  3.0 
grade  point  average  throughout  their  col- 
lege years. 

In  their  initial  year,  these  scholarships 
have  attracted  students  in  special  educa- 
tion, mathematics,  chemistry,  music  and 
nursing  from  throughout  Western,  North- 
western and  Central  Pennsylvania. 


AUGUST  COMMENCEMENT  PORTRAYS 

UNIVERSITY,  PERSONAL  MILESTONES,   FIRST  PH.D.  GRADUATES 


Dr.  Hassler,  Dr.  Flory,  Marie  Torre 

Dr.  Joseph  Weldon  Flory  of  Johnstown,  30  y^af  old  "^^ 
structor  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  at  Johnstown,  became 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania's  first  Ph.D.  graduate  at 
summer  commencement  ceremonies  in  August.  This  means 
that  both  I  UP  doctoral  programs  have  now  produced  degree 
graduates. 

Having  earned  both  baccalaureate  and  master's  degrees  at 
Madison  College  in  Virginia,  Dr.  Flory  began  his  doctoral 
studies  in  1969.  As  part  of  his  requirements,  he  wrote  a  dis- 
sertation entitled  "The  New  Rhetoric  of  Faulkner's  Heroes  in 
His  Later  Work." 

Although  a  fledgling  program  at  Indiana,  and  within  higher 
education,  lUP's  doctoral  programs  in  English  and  elementary 
education  (this  leading  to  a  doctor  of  education  degree),  al- 
ready have  several  credits.  For  one,  active  degree  candidates 
now  number  at  least  50. 

Nearly  20  of  these  have  completed  all  course  work,  and 
virtually  all  are  already  teaching  at  the  college  level  or  serving 
in  similar  professional  capacities  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
This  at  a  time  when  the  Ph.D.  graduate  has  too  often  had  his 
difficulties  in  finding  work. 


August's  commencement  also  witnessed  a  personal  achieve 
ment  just  as  great,  but  of  a  very  different  kind.  Fulfilling  a 
lifetime  ambition.  Rev.  Idus  Jones,  Jr.  of  Indiana.  45,  received 
a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  sociology.  It  was  just  a  few  years 
ago  that  he  earned  his  high  school  diploma  by  GED  exam. 

Rev.  Jones,  who  served  parishes  in  Indiana  and  Johnstown 
In  addition  to  doing  a  great  deal  of  valuable  social  worf(  while 
at  lUP,  will  now  begin  study  toward  the  doctor  of  ministry 
degree  at  Pittsburgh  Seminary  through  a  full  fellowship 
covering  tuition,  books  and  living  expenses.

DIAL  ACCESS  CAPABILITIES 
EXTENDED  THROUGH  CAMPUS 

Advances  in  a  dial  access  information 
system  for  independent  study  and  in 
closed  circuit  television  were  registered  at 
Indiana  within  the  past  year  under  a 
$100,000  federal  grant,  the  largest  such 
made  in  Pennsylvania  for  1971-72. 

Conducted  through  the  campus  In- 
structional Resources  Center,  the  dial  ac- 
cess system  makes  it  possible  for  students 
to  reach  a  wide  variety  of  academic  infor- 
mation from  a  number  of  remote  loca- 
tions. The  University's  closed  circuit  tele 
vision  network  is  being  expanded 
throughout  the  dormitories. 


EVENING  STUDY  INCREASING 

Expanded  this  fall  on  campus  are  even- 
ing study  opportunities  both  in  the 
Community-University  Studies  adult 
education  series  and  in  academic  credit 
courses.  Past  totals  show  that  more  than 
700  adults  took  advantage  of  the 
Community-University  series  alone.

INCOMING  FRESHMEN  GIVE 

REASONS  FOR  lUP  CHOICE 

"When  I  was  in  high  school,  Indiana 
ranked  as  my  first  choice  of  college  where 
I  would  like  to  go.  I  chose  it  because  of 
its  academic  quality  and  because  it  of- 
fered the  curriculum  I  was  most  inter- 
ested in.

This  might  well  be  the  fairly  exact 
wording  of  the  typical  Indiana  freshman 
of  today  as  he  explains  why  he  selected 
lUP  to  gain  his  college  degree,  relates  a 
study  completed  by  the  University  admis- 
sions staff  during  the  1971-72  academic 
year. 

Statistics  indicate  that  more  than  85% 
of  last  fall's  freshmen  listed  Indiana  as 
their  first  choice.  An  approxiamtely  equal 
number  (26.8%  and  26.5%  respectively) 
did  so  because  of  academic  quality  and 
availability  of  curriculum.  Approximately 
20%  mentioned  financial  reasons. 

The  report  also  states  that  the  typical 
freshman  graduated  from  a  public  high 
school  (89.7%)  among  a  graduating  class 
of  250  students  or  more  (58.5%).

INVOLVED  IN  SICKLE  CELL 
ANEMIA  WORK 

Indiana  football  and  basketball 
graduate  Daue  Smith  '70,  now  a  first  line 
receiver  with  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers.  has 
been  doing  extensive  work  in  behalf  of 
the  disease  sickle  cell  anennia.  This  disease 
strikes  blacks,  one  in  400,  with  a  one  in 
ten  chance  of  inheriting  the  trait,  and  car- 
ries a  life  expectancy  of  34. 

In  the  past  year  Dave  testified  before  a 
Congressional  committee  on  the  subject, 
met  with  Sen.  Ted  Kennedy  to  enlist  his 
aid  in  the  passage  of  a  SI. 5  million  bill 
for  sickle  cell  research,  and  filmed  a  Na- 
tional Football  League  30  second  spot  to 
be  seen  on  television  this  fall. 

It  is  Dave's  intent,  through  a  Black 
Athletes  Foundation  that  he  has  helped 
organize,  to  educate  blacks  about  the 
need  to  be  tested  for  the  disease,  the  help 
that  is  available  if  they  are  found  to  have 
it,  and  to  cultivate  sources  of  funding  to 
fight  the  disease.

Tom  Beck,  assistant  basketball  coach 
at  Clarion  State  College  for  the  past  six 
years,  has  been  appointed  to  a  similar 
post  with  the  Big  Indians.

1972  FOOTBALL  PROSPECTS  GOOD, 

IF  KEY  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED 

If  just  a  couple  of  key  questions  have  been  answered  salisfaclorily  by  the  time  this 
newsletter  reaches  most  of  you  in  the  mail,  keep  your  eye  on  the  Big  Indian  football 
fortunes  of  this  1972  season,  as  they  should  be  quite  rewarding. 

With  12  starters  returning  to  the  team  from  last  fall's  7  2  squad  that  lost  only  to 
powerful  Akron  and  Pennsylvania  Conference  titan  Edinboro,  this  campaign  should 
figure  as  the  1 1th  straight  winning  one  at  lUP.  And  it  should  maintain  head  coach  Bill 
Neal's  two  year  tally  of  12-6. 

First  question  to  be  settled  is  at  quar- 
terback, where  two  year  leader  Chuck 
Pinchotti  has  graduated.  The  prediction  is 
that  6-2  190  pound  transfer  George 
Yokitis  from  the  University  of  Louisville 
should  fill  the  bill. 

He  will  have  all  three  of  last  year's  top 
pass  receivers  back,  including  6-3  215 
pound  tight  end  Mark  Jevicky,  a  home- 
town Indiana  product.  And  the  running 
game  is  not  of  great  concern,  even  with 
the  graduation  of  all-time  leading  scorer 
and  groundgainer  Larry  Monsilovich. 

Sparking  the  defense  will  be  two  year 
regular  corner  back  Dave  Balmert  of 
Churchill  Area,  who  needs  only  three 
more  interceptions  to  tie  the  record 
shared  by  Barry  Ruffner  and  Pete  Archi- 
bald. Charlie  Maurer,  6-4  and  240,  should 
anchor  the  line  defensively  at  his  tackle 
position. 

The  schedule  will  not  be  an  easy  one. 
Indiana  opens  this  year  with  Eastern  Ken- 
tucky, recognized  as  one  of  the  best  small 
college  teams  in  the  country;  they  will  be 
waiting  with  24  returning  lettermen. 
Youngstown,  also  new,  may  pose  a 
season-ending  challenge.

ELKIN    HOUSE   PLANS  CENTER 
ON  ALUMNI  AND  CAMPUS  LIFE 

What  has  been  known  as  the  Elkin 
House,  as  well  as  by  various  other  names, 
to  generations  of  Indiana  students  will  in 
the  near  future  again  serve  the  University 
in  a  uniquely  valuable  way  and  under  a 
"new"  name. 

The  new  name.  Breezedale,  is  really 
not  new  at  all.  though,  as  this  is  what  the 
late  John  P.  Elkin.  prominent  early  cen- 
tury jurist  and  political  figure,  termed  it 
when  he  owned  it  as  his  residence.  Prior 
to  his  purchasing  it,  the  house  had  been 
the  home  of  the  Sutton  family,  among 
the  founders  of  lUP. 

Once  the  house  has  been  fully  returned 
to  Its  original  beauty  and  character,  an 
extensive  project  to  be  conducted  over 
the  next  few  years,  it  will  serve  as  a  cen- 
ter of  campus  and  alumni  life  in  a  way 
that  no  other  single  building  at  the  Uni- 
versity now  can. 

A  full  suite  of  alumni  offices,  as  well  as 
guest  rooms  for  distinguished  visitiors, 
will  occupy  the  second  floor  of  the 
house.  The  first  floor  will  be  devoted  to 
reception  areas,  recital  halls,  a  library  and 
meeting  rooms.  To  be  converted  to  an 
apartment  is  the  top  story. 

At  Its  spring  meeting  Senior/Alumni 
Weekend,  the  Executive  Council  of  In- 
diana's Alumni  Association  endorsed  that 
Breezedale  be  "dedicated  to  the  memory 
of  Mary  L.  Esch,"  who  served  I  UP  for 
more  than  a  half  century  as  Registrar  and 
as  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  of  alum- 
ni. 

Consultants  recently  completed  an  ex- 
tensive study  of  the  building  through 
S5000  designated  by  the  Association  for 
this  purpose.  The  Class  of  1972  contri- 
buted another  3183.72  for  immediate 
small  project  work.  A  special  committee 
chaired  by  Dr.  James  W.  Laughlin  '52  is 
looking  into  the  next  work  steps.

A  WORD  ABOUT  GIVING 

YOU  CAN  MAKE  A  DIFFERENCE 

Beginning  on  the  page  opposite,  as  a  four  page  center  section,  is  an  individual 
accounting  of  the  approximately  1000  alumni  and  friends  of  Indiana  University  who 
made  the  decision  during  the  1971-72  giving  year  to  afford  some  tangible,  financial 
contribution  to  their  alma  mater. 

The  contribution  of  each  of  these  1000,  whether  large  or  small,  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  all  at  the  University,  for  the  needs  of  Indiana  are  many.  A  closer  look 
at  the  contents  of  the  following  four  pages  will  indicate  both  the  accomplishment  and 
challenge  of  this  giving  record. 

Encouraging  is  the  average  contribution  per  person,  approximately  $13.  If  each  of 
our  some  25,000  alumni  were  to  contribute  at  anywhere  approaching  this  rate,  we 
could  reach  the  day  when  our  annual  giving  total  would  rise  from  its  present  $13,000 
level  to  a  full  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

Here  lies  the  challenge.  Although  the  support  of  1000  givers  demonstrating  their 
loyalty  is  meaningful  in  itself,  and  is  appreciated,  this  total  represents  less  than  five 
percent  of  our  alumni  body.  Our  giving  must  become  much  more  broadly  based  if  we 
realistically  hope  to  attain  a  higher  goal. 

A  word  about  philosophy  may  be  in  order,  as  to  why  we  should  be  motivated  to 
give.  One  reason  may  be  a  sense  of  duty  on  our  part,  recognizing  that  our  academic 
preparation  at  Indiana  was  both  outstanding  and  reasonable  in  cost,  to  return  some  of 
what  life  has  brought  us  as  a  result  of  that  preparation. 

Casting  perhaps  a  more  positive  light  as  to  reason,  we  are  also  presented  through 
giving  with  an  opportunity  to  feel  a  satisfaction  in  contributing  to  a  cause  that  is  both 
real  and  worthwhile.  Indiana  is  finding  it  more  difficult  each  year  to  maintain  its 
quality  programs,  because  of  financial  restriction. 

Although  your  alma  mater  is  the  only  university  in  Pennsylvania  state  owned  and 
operated,  this  does  not  mean  that  the  state  fulfills  all  of  its  needs.  There  are  many 
programs  that  Harrisburg  cannot  or  will  not  fund  adequately.  Voluntary  giving  on 
your  part  can  make  a  real  difference. 

University  officials  will  throughout  this  academic  year  be  conducting  budgetary 
explorations  to  determine  a  set  of  financial  priorities.  This  will  be  of  value  in  assisting 
your  Alumni  Association  in  determining  its  campus  projects.  The  Breezedale  refurb- 
ishing, described  to  the  left,  may  well  be  one. 

Before  looking  to  the  future,  however,  it  may  be  well  to  call  to  mind  some  of  the 
more  recent  such  projects  that  alumni  giving  in  its  present  state  has  financed.  The 
University  Foundation,  initiated  largely  by  alumni,  is  now  fully  solvent,  with  a  net 
worth  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

The  Arthur  F.  Nicholson  Memorial  Library,  named  in  honor  of  a  longtime,  late 
friend  of  Indiana  known  to  many,  fulfills  the  role  of  an  English  departmental  library. 
Plans  are  underway  now  to  move  this  reading  room  to  new  quarters  in  Leonard  Hall, 
where  it  will  be  open  throughout  the  day. 

John  Sutton  Hall's  Alumni  Carillon  was  a  gift  of  the  Association,  and  steps  are  in 
progress  to  make  more  use  of  this  in  campus  life  this  year.  Numerous  scholarship  and 
library  resources  have  been  funded  by  alumni.  And  many  other  projects  not  men- 
tioned here  have  come  through  graduate  support. 

If  all  of  this  has  been  possible  as  a  result  of  a  loyal  cadre  of  1000  contributors,  think 
what  a  difference  a  greater  number  of  givers  can  make.  Your  University  hopes  that  it 
may  be  of  greater  service  and  advantage  to  you  in  the  future.  We  hope  that  you  may 
seek  the  satisfaction  of  mutual  service.

STABLEY  LIBRARY  HOLDINGS, 
USE  SHOW  DRAMATIC  INCREASE 

Rhodes  R.  Stabley  Library  at  Indiana 
University  has  more  than  doubled  its 
holdings  of  books,  magazines  and  period- 
icals over  the  past  six  years,  reports  Direc- 
tor of  Libraries  William  E.  Lafranchi.  The 
library  now  houses  407,000  volumes  and 
3805  periodicals. 

This  compares  to  the  1966  totals  of 
178,000  and  1800  respectively.  lUP  has 
added  approximately  25,000  new  titles 
yearly,  including  extensive  microfilming 
and  complete  holdings  of  government 
documents.  Expenditures  for  library  ma- 
terials have  been  increased  accordingly. 

Student  attendance  at  the  library  has 
risen  from  140,000  to  570,000  in  the 
same  period,  and  circulation  has  reached 
310,000  titles.  This  means  that  the 
average  student  is  checking  out  approxi- 
mately 30  items  per  year.  All  this  makes 
Indiana's  the  fifth  largest  academic  li- 
brary in  the  state. 

Improvement  has  not  been  without  its 
problems,  however.  As  can  be  imagined, 
the  critical  need  now  is  for  study  and 
storage  space.  This  should  be  corrected 
if  the  University  can  build  a  new  six 
story  library  where  the  two  wings  of  John 
Sutton  Hall  and  Thomas  Sutton  now 
stand  in  the  late  1970's. 

When  completed,  that  building  will  be 
comparable  to  any  library  built  in  the 
United  States  since  1950.  The  reality  and 
timing  of  this  major  project,  however, 
depends  on  legislative  approval  currently 
being  sought  in  Harrisburg 


Edna  Lee  Sprowls  Fine  Arts  Center,  situated  adjacent  to  Cogswell  Hall,  aiII  be 
dedicated  Homecoming's  Friday  evening.  Constructed  at  a  cost  of  more  than  S2 
million,  the  structure  is  devoted  to  the  fine  and  theater  arts.  Four  air-conditioned 
stories,  it  includes  spacious  McVitty  Auditorium  and  Kipp  Art  Gallery. 

The  building  has  been  named  in  honor  of  a  former  member  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment faculty  active  in  Indiana  theater  and  public  speaking  for  a  number  of  years. 
Integral  to  the  center  is  a  sculpture  contributed  by  interested  alumni. 


UNIVERSITY  GRADUATES 
SECOND  FULBRIGHT  WINNER 

Deanna  Morrison,  graduating  in  May, 
tjecame  the  second  Indiana  alumna  to  be 
awarded  a  coveted  Fulbright  scholarship 
to  study  abroad.  She  will  spend  this  year 
at  the  University  of  Mainz  in  Germany 
studying  that  country's  language,  liter- 
ature and  culture. 

Miss  Morrison  will  be  going  to  the 
native  land  of  her  mother  and  will  visit  a 
grandfather  living  there.  While  at  Indiana, 
she  was  instrumental  in  setting  up  the 
first  language  house  on  campus,  where 
women  German  majors  can  live  and  speak 
German  in  their  daily  affairs. 


ROTC     FEATURES     NEW    COM 
MANDER,  ELECTIVE  PROGRAM 

Col.  John  P.  Burke  M'63,  who  served 
with  the  ROTC  staff  in  the  early  Sixties 
at  lUP,  has  returned  this  fall  to  the 
University  to  serve  as  professor  of  mil- 
itary science,  or  commanding  officer,  of 
the  campus  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps. 

As  opposed  to  the  days  wtien  ROTC 
was  mandatory  for  freshman  men,  the 
total  corps  is  today  an  elective  program. 
Nonetheless,  it  enrolled  318  men  for  the 
1971-72  year.  Presently  29  studenu  are 
attending  Indiana  through  U.  S.  Army 
scholarships  covering  full  tuition  and 
S100  per  month  expenses. 


Folger  Dining  Hall,  serving  students  for  the  first  time  this  fall,  will  be  dedicated 
Homecoming  morning.  Replacing  the  old  Thomas  Sutton  dining  hall,  the  new  facility 
features  a  1000  student  capacity  per  meal  and  also  includes  a  snack  bar  and  lounge. 

The  building  honors  Mrs.  Olive  "Ma"  Folger,  who  supervised  the  dining  services  at 
Indiana  under  eight  different  Presidents.  She  is  a  1948  graduate  of  the  University.

Some  1260  graduates,  including  70  master's  recipients,  joined  alumni  ranks  at 
spring  commencement.  Mayor  Peter  Flaherty  of  Pittsburgh  gave  the  commencement 
address,  with  exercises  lasting  only  approximately  an  hour,  as  degrees  were  individu- 
ally presented  in  departmental  ceremonies  following. 

Included  in  the  Class  of  1972  are  Indiana's  first  graduates  earning  nursing  degrees. 
With  22  such  alumni  in  this  first  class,  future  ones  are  expected  to  be  three  times  as 
large.
